One truck with one gun was observed moving 
west from Ordubad to Dzhulfa. 


380 white rockets were fired from two points 
on the heights north of Dzhulfa. 250 rockets 
were fired on the heights near the post 
opposite Shah Abbasi. Source stated that 
this is unprecedented aghrons
